Order Deplores Anti-Semitism 


PROVIDENCE, R. I. — The 
Order Sons of Italy in America 
has voiced its protest in condem- 
nation of the recent acts of anti- 
Semitism which have taken.place 
in various parts of the world. 


This action was taken by 
members of the Supreme Execu- 
tive Committee with the adoption 
of a resolution expressing the 
Order’s views. 


The resolution follows: 


WHEREAS, the recent acts of 
anti-Semitism throughout vari- 
ous parts of the world have 
produced a situation of grave 
concern to all freedom loving 
people; and 

WHEREAS, the desecration of 
Jewish synagogues through out- 
right destruction and paint- 


smearing of swastikas and vile 
phrases by ‘subnormal hate mon- 
gers outrages the sensibilities of 
all Christians; and 


WHEREAS, .peoples of all 
faiths, heads of governments and 
intelligent people the world over 
condemn and deplore this vilifi- 
cation and persecution of our 
Jewish brethren; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE [Tf 
RESOLVED, that we, the mem-~ 
bers of the Supreme Executive 
Committee of the Supreme Lodge, 
Order Sons of Italy in America, 
assembled in session, Feb. 6 and 
7, 1960, at Providence, FR. I., de 
hereby voice our protest and the 
protest of all our members in the 
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Governor's Proclamation 


“Sons of Italy Days In R.I.. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I.—Rhode Island’s Gover-

The Foundation, established 
August 24, 1959,.will foster and 
perpetuate the arts, culture and 
science of the United States and 
Italy. 

The Foundation will also give 
Scholarships and grants to quali- 
fied students, whether in this 
country or in Italy. 

The Trustees are now making 
a study whereby it is their in- 
tent to provide transportation 
and tuition for one exchange 
student to be brought to this 
country from Italy. 

Arrangements for this ex- 
change program will be coordi- 
nated with the U. S. State De- 
partment. . 

To foster the aims of the Foun- 
dation, the trustees requested 
that. each Grand Lodge and 
subordinate lodge appoint his- 
torical committees. “¢ 

In August 1960, following one 
year of operation, the Foundation 
will apply for full tax exempt 
status before the U. S. Internal 
Revenue Service.

The report gave a, step-by-step 


’ picture of the Committee’s activi- 


ties from early. last September 
to the time of the Providence 
meeting. : 

The Executive Committee’s ap- 
proval was punctuated by warm 
praise for the Public Relations 
Committee’s work and for the 
manner in which the report was 
presented. ~ 

The Providence sessions also 
voted to.continue the Order’s 
boycott against the four sponsors 
of the American Broadcasting 
Co., program “The Noise of 
Death,” which is part of the cur- 
rént television series, “The Un- 
touchables.” 

In approving continuance of 
the boycott, Executive Committee 
members sald the action might 


help to deter companies from 
sponsoring television programs 
which tend to slander minority 
groups.

It has been a long time coming, but it’s here—the first 
stereo recording of Verdi’s AIDA. And London’s recording 
of this widely popular opera is really something to- talk 
about! It is a breath-taking experience. Other record pro- 
ducers are going to find it difficult to match this prodi- 


gious recording. 

AIDA, as all opera lovers know, 
makes tremendous demands not 
only on the singers and the or- 
chestra, but also on those con- 
cerned with production details. 

In every sense of. the word 
AIDA is a spectacular opera. 
There are a number of scenes 
which tax the ingenuity of the 
production staff. There is the 
stark drama of the entombment, 
the awesome inquisition and 
judgment and the magnificent 
triumphal scene. 

All these challenges, we are 
happy to report, have been met 
in this remarkable recording on 
three discs. Technically, this re- 
cording will take its place with 
another flawless London stereo 
production — DAS RHEINGOLD. 

Close your eyes while listening 
to AIDA and you will get the 
illusion of being present at a 
“live” performance of the opera. 
There’s realism in every turn of 
the turntable. 

Herbert von Karajan conducts 
the Vienna Philharmonic Or- 
chestra with skill. His reading of 
Verdi's score is excellent in ail 
respects. 

The cast of singers leaves little 
‘to be desired. Renata Tebaldi 
and Guilietta Simionato are su- 
perb in the leading feminine 
roles. Carlo Bergonzi is the Ra- 
dames of London’s recording and 
he is at his best.

Pagliacci In Stereo 


' Another complete opera re- 
cording we know our readers will 
like is Leoncavallo’s I PAGLI- 
ACCCI with Mario Del Monaco 
as Canio, Cornell MacNeil ag 
Tonio and Gabriella Tucci as 
Nedda. London has committed 
this popular opera to three sides 
of two discs. On side 4 Del Mo- 
naco is heard in an “Italian Song 
Recital.” There are six selections 
on side 4 and among these are 
two effective renditions of O solo 
mio and Granada. 


MacNeil’s performance as 
Tonio, the hunch-backed clown, 
is highlighted by his singing of 
the Prologue. MacNeil’s rich bari- 
tone voice comes through superb- 
ly. 

Del Monaco’s Canio is robust 
and inspiring. His big moment, of 
course, is the unforgettable aria, 
Vesti la giubba. He certainly adds 
to his laurels as a tenor in this 
two-channel recording. 

The chorus and Orchestra of 
the Accademia Di Santa Cecilia, 
Rome, give a competent perform- 
ance under the direction of 
Conductor Francesco Molinari- 
Pradelli. 


Ladies of the Opera 


Two more opera recordings in 
stereo released by London are 
JOAN. SUTHERLAND OPER- 
ATIC RECITAL and TERESA 
BERGANZA SINGS ROSSINI. 
Both are delightful experiences 
in opera singing. . 

Joan Sutherland is an Austr- 
lian soprano who has been creat- 
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ing quite a stir abroad. A com- 
parative newcomer to the opera 
stage, Miss Sutherland is fast 
emerging as a major vocal star. 

In this, her first recording, she 
is in lovely voice with her rendi- 
tion-of highlights from Doni- 
zetti’s Lucia di Lammermoor. She 
displays remarkable range pod 
agility. 

The Paris Conservatoire Or- 
chestra is conducted by Nello 
Santi. Except for one or two 
lapses the orchestra performs 
well. é 

Teresa Berganza is a Spanish 
lass with a voice of no mean 


dimensions. She sings eight Ros- 


sini selections in well-rounded 
tones. She has been on the oper- 
atic scene for less than three 
years, making her debut in July 
1957 when she appeared in Mo- 
zart’s Cosi Fan Tutte. 

On side 1 of this new London 
release are selections Il Barbiere 
di Siviglia and from L’Italiana in 
Algeri. 

On side 2 are arias from Semi- 
ramide, the last opera to be writ- 
ten by Rossini, and from La 
Cenerentola.

L’Oiseau-Lyre 


The collector of top-drawer 
stereo will find a wealth of out- 
standing music in a series of new 


releases on London’s L’Oiseau- 


Lyre label. = 

Among these new releases is 
Purcell’s opera KING ARTHUR. 
This is “off the beaten track” 
material and quite refreshing. 
You won’t find a familiar name 
in’ the cast, but. that’s of no 
consequence. ‘The singing is de- 
lightful, and the music of the 
Philomusica of London with An- 
thony Lewis conducting, ts well 
done. 

More works of Purcell are re- 
corded in a dise which highlights 
songs from The Tempest and The 
Virtuous Wife. This type of music 
is seldom heard on the concert 
stage and it is a delightful depar- 
ture from run-of-mill stereo 
recordings. The singing of three 
British stars is tops and so ts the 
Philomusica under the direction 
of Mr. Lewis. 

Helen Watts, a contralto, and 
the Philomusica, combine to 
make an album on Bach music an 
unusual experience. Miss Watts 
has a beautiful clear contralto 
voice. And she handles with ease 
the difficult florid music by Bach. 

The last of these L’Oiseau-Lyre 
releases .is THE MUSIC OF 
HANDEL. Joan Sutherland tops 
a competent cast of singers. 
Among the selections is Rodrigo, 
which according to the jacket 
notes was composed by Handel 
while living in Italy.
